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4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a multilayer laminate comprising an 
resorcinol arylate polyester outer layer, a middle thermoplastic polymer layer, and a inner layer 
comprising a blend of a carbonate polymer and an acrylonitrile-styrene graft copolymer, said 
graft copolymer(s) comprising at least one of the recited ASA and/or ABS grafted copolymers, 
wherein the middle layer lies between and directly contacts the inner and outer layers, in view of 
the established effective filing date of 08/05/1999 for claims 1 1, 23, 29, and 48. STEWART (US 
5,185,1 16) fails to disclose multilayer laminates with the recited inner blend layer; IDEL ET AL 
(US 4,381,359) and FUJIMORI ET AL (US 4,438,229) and SAKANO ET AL (US 4,444,950) 
and SAKANO ET AL (US 4,490,506) and SERINI ET AL (US 4,564,654) and LAUGHNER 
(US 5,369,154) and JP 50-046764 and EP 326979 and EP 244857 fail to disclose multilayer 
structures containing resorcinol arylate polyester layers. 

The provisional double patenting rejection based on Application No. 10/895,522 has been 
withdrawn, the present application being the earlier filed application and no other grounds of 
rejection remain pending.
